On All Gas Coupons 


OTTAWA — The munitions depart 
ment announce that:under the 1944- 
45 gasoline rationing regulations it 
will be an offence for a motorist to 
have in hig possession a gasoline cou 
pon on which he his not written in 
ink his motor vehicle license number, 

, The order issued by Oil Controller 
G. R. Cottrelle, provides that no un- 
authorized person shall at any time 
have a loose coupon in his possession. 
It prohibits a motorist from obtain- 
ing or a dealer from selling gasoline 
unless the following conditions have 
been met: 

1, The vehicle operator must first 
hand his ration book to the dealer or 
his employee. 

2 The ration hook must be in good 
conditign, contain nothing but proper 
ly attached coupons, and the cover 
must. be attached to the book, ~ 

8. All coupons in. the book must be 
undamaged and ‘bear the motar veh- 
icle licence, number pf the vehicle for 
which gasoline is sought. 

4. Before any gasoline is put in the 
tank, the dealer or his. employee must. 
detach the correct number of coupons 
and return the book to the operator. 

The order @lso’ provides that no un 
authorized person shall keep a muti- 
lated or improperly marked gasoline 
ration book. 


During the suspension of meat 
rationing, @ a farmer may sell fresh 


pork’ in any form he chooses. Meat 
coupons are included in the new ra- 
tion book and in all probability will 
be im aise again before book No. 4 ex- 
pires. 


* alberta’ new free y fees teaterhity hos- 
pitalization legislation, under which 
maternity patients who are bona-fide 
residents of the province will receive 
their institutional care at govern- 


| ment expense, went into effect Satur 


ady last. 

Estimated to cost $643,000 in the 
coming fiscal year, the free maternity 
legislation will provide up to 12 days’ 
expenses for a mother and her new- 
born baby, in hospitals or approved 
nursing homes in the province. It will 
cover all public ward maternity ser- 
vices provided by an institution, with 
out any obligation to submit to clin- 
ical observations. 

Hon. Dr. ‘W. W. Cross, minister of 
health, has gent copies of the free 
Maternity Hospitalization Act to hos 
pitals and nursing homes, and this 
has been followed by letters notify- 
ing the institutions the legislation is 
to go into effect “after midnight, 
March 31.” 


The department of health will enter 
into covering agreements with hospi- 
tals during the month of April. In 
the meantime, they have been asked 
to admit maternity patients and 
charge their expenses to the depart- 
ment, beginning Saturday last. 

Forms have been provided by the 
government for hospitals to fill in, 
which will indicate the number of 
maternity patients accommodated, 
the number of ‘days they were hospit 
alized, and their names. Monthly 
cheques are to be made up from these 
forms, in payment for the institution 
al care given. At, present, the plan 
will apply to some 96 hospitals, and 
40 nursing homes. 

Whether or not a patient can be 
classed as eligible for benefits under 
act is to be determined by the 
institution to which she is admitted. 
Residence qualifications call for res- 
idence in Alberta for 12 consecutive 
months out of the 24 immediately 
preceding admission to hospital, and 
residence at the time of admission. 

When the free hospitalization plan 
was under discussion in the Legisla- 
ture recently, Dr. Cross said it would 
relieve some 18,000 families a year of 
approximately $50 each. 

Alberta is the only province in 
Canada to make suck provisions for 
the benefit of maternity cases.

LIFE ON A "A TROOPSHIP 
‘ by 
R. P. MacLean 


Life on a large troopship was ex- 
perienced at first hand by a party of 
eight Canadian newspaper men who 
are currently in Britain as the guest 
of the Ministry of Information of the 
United Kingdom. Included in the 
group as representative of the weekly 
newspapers of Canada were Charles 
Allbon of the Springhill, Nova Scotia, 
Record, and R, P. MacLean of the 
Kelowna, British Columbia, Courier. 

The party sailed from an eastern 
port on one of the largest of the ships 
carrying troops across the Atlantic,

The ship was essentially a troop- 
ship and the thirty-odd civilian pas- 
sengers, including the news group, 
were just so much surplus baggage.

It simply résolvel! down” 
to getting across the Atlantic, and, if 
civilians had to be carried at all, they 
went as comfortably as possible, with 
all due regard to the exigencies of 
space and the fact that the ship was 
under military orders.

The twin beds are 
gone and in their stead are three 
rows of upper and lower steel cots.

In many districts plans should be 
made to combat saw flies. One drill 
width of wheat sown very early 
arouncan infected field will trap saw 
flies, then the strip can be destroyed, 
and so the grubs killed, about the 
middle of July. If fields are badly in- 
fested, one recommendation is to: sow 
oats, barley and flax first and dblay 
the seeding of wheat as long as pos- 
sible. Where the saw fly infestation 
is 100 per cent, it is recommended if 
possible to skip a year in the sowing 
of wheat.
